..». LONDON, June 22 (Reuter)—Herr Hitler, in a proclamation read by Dr. Goebbels. 
over the German Radio, which began at 3.30 am., delivered a bitter attack on Russia, 
Hitler concluded the proclamation with an attack on Russia by declaring that 

he today decided to “put: the fate of the future of the German Reich and German 
people again tnto the hands of our soldiers.” 


Hitler condemned the occupation of time Baltic States by Russia which, he said, 
was directed only against Germany. 
Throughout the proclamation, he linked Britain and Russia as working to the 
same ends and then declared that Russia organised the putsch in Yugoslavia and

M. Molotov referred to “ blood-thirsty Fasolsts of Germany, tyrants who rule starving conqueted 
nations,” and continued, “Our people will_rive Iike one In complete unity and discipline, giving full 
support to our army, navy and a'rforce. Our army: and people will fight victorlously for honour and 


liberty.”

Declaring that the forces of the’ 


British Empire and the Free 
French had entered Syria twelve 
days ago to prevent it from falling 
into German hands, Capt, Falls 
went on to give an interesting pic- 
ture of the history and geography 
of this country, which he sald, was 
among the most Interesting parts 
of the world. 
SCENE OF MANY STRUGGLES 
Syria and Palestine had been 
the scene of struggles by countless 
armies that had swept up and 
down it, Originally, Syria inelud- 
ed Palestine and most of that 
part of the country which was now 
calle@ Transjordania. After the 
last war, the country to the north, 
up to the Turkish frontier, became 
Syria under a French mandate. 
Palestine had always had its 
clashes between sections of the 
Arabs, while Syria had witnessed 
the hostility of sectlons of its 
population towards the French. 
“France had promised indepen- 
dence to Syria,” declared Capt. 
Falls, .“but as the present war 
drew near, she postponed it. After 
her defeat France withdrew from 


the League of Nations, so that her} 


mandate over Syria was left In a 
precarious state. though I don’t 
think international jurists have 
gone into the question. Syria, 
therefore, cannot be regarded as 
a real part of the French Empire.” 
GEOGRAPHIC INTEREST 

Geographically, Syria consisted 
of two huge mountain chains run- 
ning from north to south. The 
narrow coastal plain was called 
Lebanon. The east portion was 
even vaster and more magnificent 
and was called anti-Lebanon, Be- 
tween Lebanon and anti-~Lebanon 
there was a fertile valley. A river 
ran down the southern part of 
this valley before turning west- 
ward. 

There was road connexion from 
Haifa to Tyre, Sidon and Betrut 
but an advance by this road would 
be extremely difficult for military 
operations. The British and Free 
French forces were advancing 
along this road, while another 
column was moving up to anti- 
Lebanon. A third column was ad- 
yancing east of Mount Hermon 
through unbroken country to 
Damascus. 

Damascus lay outside this coun- 
try of the two great mountain 
chains. It lay in a vast plain. It 
had first been a fertile caravan 
station, but now it had become a 
trading city and the forces that 
had entered Syria had moved up 
by two of the roads that radiated 
‘from it. ~ 

The advance on Damastus was, 


therefore, the easier job. Speak-| 


ing broadly, it was all open coun- 
try until one reached the great 


network of gardens round Damas-, 


cus. It was wholly suitable to 
modern warfare.

UNIQUE MUSICAL 
INSTRUMENT 


MOSCOW.—The Moscow RW-1 
radio station recently broadcast 
an unusual concert. The pro- 
gramme consisted of music by 
Wagner, Liszt and Chopin. 7 

Chopin's intricate 19th Prelude 
for pianoforte was played with a 
virtuosity and a richness of timbre 
that seemed’ beyond the skill of 
any living pianist and of any 
known instrument or combination 
of instrument. 

The same effect was produced 
by Liszt's Sixth Rhapsody and by 
Wagner’s Dance of the Valkyrie. 

This was the first broadcast of 
music recorded by means of a mew 
apparatus, the Varlophone, invent- 
ed by E, Sholpo, Dr. of Arts. 

Dr. Sholpo himself described the 
workings. of his invention during 
the broadcast.

Btephans’ conclusion: teeth may 
decay when the saliva does not 
contain enough urea, or when the 
staphylococe! are sluggish.

CAIRO, June 22 (Reuter)—Gen- 
eral De Gaulle predicted in an In- 
terview with Reuter last night that 
the fall of Damascus “must bring 
a Tapid end in the resistance of 
the Vichy forces in Syria.” 

He added that the British forves 
“contributed directly to the cap- 
ture of the Syrian capital.” 

An official message states 
that Damascus is fn Allied 
hands. 

DAMASCUS EVacusa TED 
LONDON, June 22 (Reuter)— 

Damascus has been evacuated Dy 
Vichy troops according w a com- 
muntque broadcast by the Betrut 
Radio on Saturday night. 

The communique says: “Before 
enemy pressure and in order to 
avoid fighting !n the suburbs and 
streets, the French troops have 
evacuated Damascus. 

“Our forces have taken up new 
positions outside the town.”

CAN HITLER 
BEAT RUSSIA 
EASILY? 


“Can Hitler beat Russia? Most 
laymen here and some experts 
think he will have an easy job. 
Personally, I think he will not. We 
must be prepared for the worst 
and that is an easy victory and we 
must make the best use of the in- 
tervening time.” remarked MR. E. 
A. MONTAGUE when he breadcast 
his weekly commentary from lon- 
don last night, 

Mr. Montague said. we must train 
our soldiers, sailors und airmen 
harder and we must work as never 
before in the factories. 

Mr. Montegue sald that the man 
in the street would remember that 
in all his military and political 
conquests, Hitler had galned some 
military advantage. He now had 
extra shipbuilding yards and in 
this respect had four to every one 
of ours. He had got good returns 
for his outlay.

It was obvious that Hitler was 
after the oll and wacur of Russia 
Desides aluminium, manganese | 
and manufacturing power.

The Premier declared that the 
Nazi regime was indistinguishable 
from the worst teachers of Com- 
munism. It was devoid of all 
theme and principle except racial 
domination. 

“No one has been a stronger op- 
ponent than I have been for the 
last 25 years,” said the Prime Min- 
ister, “and I will not unsay a word 
ol what I sald about it then. 

“But the past, with {its crimes, 
lus follies and its tragedles has 
flasehd away.” 

Mr. Churchill stated that he had, 
therefore, to make a declaration in 
the name of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment—-a declaration which he was 
sure would meet with the approval 
of the great Dominions overseas. 
“We have but one alm a..d-one 
single irrevocable purpose," said 
the Prime Minister. “We are de- 
termined to destroy’ Hitler and 
every vestige of the Nazi regime.

SHANGHAI, June 22 (iteuter)— 
News of the Soviet-German war 
caused a tremendous sensation in 
Shanghai, especially among Rus- 
sian communities both Red and 
White.
